Sheriff Warns of 


Serial Numbers 


Kiifjpne \V. Bircnilnz, undor-sherhT 


j of Los Angeles county, nmiounrcs 
i thnt the state legislature has pnss- 
crl a new Inw in •which thb sheriff's 
department ia vitally interested. This 
law is an amt'ntlniont known as sec- 
tion 573-E of ths penal code. 
It 


states that any person who know- 
ingly buys, soils, or receives or has 
the possession of a radio, automobile 
tire, piano, phonograph, sewing ma- 
chine, washing machine, typewriter, 
adding machine, comptometer, a fire- 
arm, a safe or a vacuum cleaner 
from which the .manufacturer's ser- 
ial number or other identification 
mark iias been removed, is guilty 
of a disdemennor. 


Undor-Shcriff Biscailuz points out 


that the law provides that the mere 
possession of such an article with 
the identification number or mark 
defaced is sufficient to warrant the 
arrest of a person. He states that 
his deputies will be furnished with 
instructions to strictly enforce this 
law as soon as it becomes effective, 
which will be within a few days.

It is regarded as something 
underlying trade and commerce, as Avell as the professions, 
for it is impressed Avith a public interest of greatest im- 
portance.

Money at Work— 


(Hemet News) : According to a statement given out at 


Washington, enough millions of dollars are unclaimed from 
holders of government securities to pave all the roads_ of 
California, pay the state debt and take care of the running 
expenses of the state for a year. "What Ave could do_ with 
that money if we had it would put new life in certain re- 
gions now seeking improvements. The money in hiding in 
this country, if it were converted into practical and useful 
activity, could give employment in new fields of research 
and add to the progress of the country. Whether it would 
or would not we must leave to the economist. 


But the incident serves to illustrate something of the 


wasted opportunities in this world of ours. Money, in it- 
self inert and useless, represents resources, but these re- 
sources are not by any means all material. There is untold 
loss in wasted effort, fruitless living and the habits of 
negligence and procrastination. It is just as deplorable 
and disastrous to idle life away as it is to forget to cut 
coupons on government bonds or to store gold and silver 
in the cellar with miserly rites. We stand aghast at the 
fact that $41,000,000 worth of government securities have 
not even been presented for redemption and have long 
ceased to draw interest. But we view with much com- 
plaisance the waste of precious hours and days in aimless, 
careless living. This is the waste that not only hvirts our- 
selves, but society itself is damaged as human purpose an* 
industry falter and Hag in the days that should count the 
most. 


Reign of the Graduate— 


(Pasadena Evening Post) ^ This is the season at which 


the graduate steps out. He leaves the class-room for the 
world of endeavor, where men must stand or fall by their 
own efforts.

This $25,000,000 project, bigger 


in every way than five of the world's 
greatest dams combined, and bigger 
than nine of the biggest dams of the 
United States combined, has attract- 
ed builders of international reputa- 
tion to the city of Axusa, at the 
mouth of the canyon and eleven 
miles from the damsito, as well as 
to the offices of the flood control 
district in ;thc hall of records.

some -instances a twenty-four hour 
shift is being maintained in an at- 
tempt to master details preparatory 
to the submitting of bids on the 
project.

In tho second, tho proposal 
is that tho flood control district will 
supply fifty per cent and tho con 
tractor fifty per cent of all aggre- 
gates, and in the third, the flood 
control district proposes to supply 
all concrete aggregates. In crushed 
rock alone, tho project will absorb a 
quantity cqxiivalent to the total out- 
put for one year of the largest rock 
company in the world, or the com- 
bined output of all rock companies

months of twenty-four hours of oper- 
ation, seven days in the week. 


FIVE YEARS OF WORK 


From July of this year the work 


will extend for five years to com- 
pletion, involving the continuous 
maintenance of a city of from 2,500 
to 4,000 employes at; the forks of the 
river. 
A railroad, eleven miles in 


length from tho main lino at Azusa 
to the domsito is under construction 
on a two per cent compensated 
grade, and over a roadbed with rails 
flush to tho surface in order that 
mixed traffic can be accommodated.

Martin Fesler, who with hig wife 


is making an automobile tour of the 
cast, sends-the following as one of 
a series of articles concerning the 
tri,p: 


If you want to get out of touch 


with your own home town, go away 
and don't come back for forty-four 
years. 


Most of your friends will be in 


tha graveyard or near it, and you 
are not in touch with the second 
and third generations. 


The old home town is now a large 


manufacturing center with growing 
pains and a cosmopolitan population, 
one factory alone employing 7400 
workmen, half of whom are women. 
This absorbs all of the good, efficient 
help, so that the farmer has to take 
the leftovers, and if they have been 
canned from the factory they come 
with the .idea of short hours and 
high wages, a condition that does 
not obtain with the farmer, for to 
make a go of fanning these days 
you have .to have chickens,,pigs and 
cows—and that means long hours. 


While the factory hands are yet 


in bed the farm hand must be milk- 
ing—and thi# repeats in the even- 
ing- 
. . ' ' - ' 
I would not like to run a pig cafe- 


teria—they are so rude. They will 
not wait until the meal is served, 
but insist upon mobbing you before 
you get the first pail into the trough. 
Babv chicks must be closed up tight 
each night or the rats and other 
'varmints" will beat you to it, and 
the pork chops have to be vaccinat- 
ed at a heavy cost or the cholera and 
other diseases will play havoc with 
the herd just about the time they 
are ready for market. 


In many cases I saw the wife and 


kids out helping with the farm 
work because of the needs and the 
high cost of farm labor. It is no 
joke to be a farmer these days, and 
rigid economy is the price of success. 
Paint on farm buildings is an indi- 
cation of success and in many cases 
tragedy is written in the decay of 
what was once the pride of the 
home. 


The domestic water supply of the 


cities of Indiana does not appeal to 
me. They take their supply from n 
river running by the city, use it and 
empty tlie sewer back into the river. 
The next city repeats this perform- 
ance, and water is used over and 
over again. While there is no doubt 
but what it is all right after water 
has been used for bathing purposes 
a half dozen times, I am just_a bit 
suspicious of it.

Puddings tone Dam Project 


Within thirty days 
after 
the 


awarding by the board of supervisors 
on July 5th, work will begin on the 
Puddingstone dam, one mile and a 
half south of San Dimas, and at the 
same time construction mil start 
on the diversion channel that will 
connect the San Dimas reservoir 
with the Puddingstone, according to 
action taken by the board in calling 
for bids on these projects on Monday 
of this week. 
' 


The contract will call for the con- 


struction of three earthen dams and 
appurtenant structures, including a 
spillway- and conduit below the out- 
let tunnel of the Puddingstone, and 


will contain 570,000 cubic yards of 
earth fill reinforced concrete. One of 
the earthen dams has beeh partially 
completed. 


The Puddingstone 
channel, con- 


necting San Dimas dam with Pud- 
dingstone. calls for a diverting dam 
thirty feet high below the San Di- 
mi^s dam, which will be 825 feet in 
length. The channel will be about 
three miles long, to follow a contour 
about half way between La Verne 
and San Dimas, with a righ^-of-way 
of from fifty to seventy-five feet, 
entering the Puddingstone at its up- 
per end. It will carry 3,500 second 
feet of water, or 93,233,000 gallons 
per hour.
